No dispensaries at least until 2019 


Residents may be 
able to vote this Nov. 
on permanent ban

Amid calls for new zoning 
laws or a total ban on marijuana

sales, the City Council took the 
first of two votes Monday to en- 
act a 27-month moratorium on 
recreational marijuana dispen- 
saries opening in Agawam. 

The council voted 10-1 on 
Sept. 5 to ban the sale of recre- 
ational marijuana until at least 
Dec. 31, 2019. The vote would 
have to be confirmed at the 
council's next meeting. 


The 2019 date was chosen to 
match up with an existing mor- 
atorium enacted by the state 
Legislature. The state has any re- 
stricted recreational marijuana 
dispensaries from opening until 
July 2018, and has said towns 
that voted against the legaliza- 
tion of marijuana last fall are 
off-limits until the end of 2019.

No space 
shortage 

at veteran 
cemetery

Rumors of the Agawam Veter- 
ans Memorial Cemetery running 
out of space have been greatly ex- 
aggerated. 

This week, Richard Bastien, 
the director of the cemetery, said 
not only does the cemetery have 
plenty of burial space for its short- 
term needs, but it is projected to 
be able to continue burying veter- 
ans and their spouses for another 
30 to 50 years. 

Bastien confirmed he also 
has heard several rumors around 
town that the cemetery was pos- 
sibly running out of space, and 
the state needed to acquire more 
land in the vicinity. 

“That is definitely not the case, 
said Bastien. “We are in excellent 
shape. There are parts of the cem-

The West of the River Chamber of Commerce will 
host an Agawam mayoral debate and West Springfield 
Business Development Breakfast Wednesday, Sept. 13. 
The event will take place from 7 to 9 a.m. at Chez Josef, 
176 Shoemaker Lane, Agawam. 

The three candidates on the ballot are small business 
owner Vakny Chonmany, City Council President James 
Cichetti and retired School Superintendent William Sa- 
pelli. All three will contest an Oct. 10 preliminary elec- 
tion; the top two finishers in that vote will square off in 
the Nov. 7 general election. Incumbent Mayor Richard 
Cohen is not running for re-election.

es. Well, maybe. 

The simplified line draw- 
ing on Agawam trash toters 
— the standardized trash and recy- 
cling bins delivered to homeowners 
in June — offers a fairly accurate 
representation of the town seal. The 
towns natural assets are represent- 
ed by a tree, a river and a mountain; 
its agricultural heritage by a farm- 
er operating a horse-drawn plow; 
and its pre-colonial past by a Native 
American kneeling behind a rock, 
with a feather in his hair — and a 
rifle in his hands. The rocky perch 
appears to overlook the farmland, 

and the rifle is pointed down. 
Agawam Mayor Richard Cohen, 
whose desk sits below a framed pic- 
ture of the town seal, said the image 
hasn't changed in the two decades 
he has been in town politics. He ac- 
knowledged that it is open to inter- 
pretation, but said the seal is part of

Agawams history. 

Tracy DeMaio, the trash coordi- 
nator for the Department of Public 
Works, said putting the town seal 
on the trash toters was the vendor's 
idea. She said it’s standard proce- 
dure for towns that issue their own 
trash toters to imprint them with 
the official town insignia. 


DeMaio said her office has not 
received any direct complaints 
about the imagery. 

“Tm kind of surprised the town 
seal is an issue, since it’s everywhere, 
said DeMaio, noting that it can be 
seen as a decal on town-owned 
trucks, letterhead on stationery and 
graphics on the website. “We put the 
town seal on everything, 

Meanwhile, Cohen said he isn't 
convinced that the town seal con- 
veys a negative or violent message. 
Even in the full-color version, he 
said, it’s impossible to tell if the 
Native American is aiming his rifle 
directly at the farmer, or at some 
other person or animal beyond the 
scope of the picture. 

“I prefer to think that he’s de- 
fending the farmer, Cohen said.

ed that although Massachusetts as 
a whole voted in favor of legalizing 
recreational marijuana, Agawam’s 
voters rejected the ballot question 
last year by a vote of 7,435 to 7,197. 
The only councilor to oppose the 
moratorium, Robert Rossi, echoed 
Chester's comments about the will 
of Agawam voters. He added that 
under a law passed by the state Leg- 
islature this year, proposed dispensa- 
ries already must wait until the end 
of 2019 in towns that voted against 
last year's ballot question. He said he 
worried that voting for a moratori- 
um “will just delay action” on a vote 
to ban dispensaries in town, or on 
efforts to modify the town’s zoning 


code to accommodate dispensaries 
in appropriate locations. 

“Let's not lose sight of the fact that 
we have to do something, Rossi said. 

Councilor Gina Letellier said her 
impression of the moratorium was 
the opposite. It takes time to write 
laws, she said. 

“We need to have a serious dis- 
cussion about what does this town 
want, Letellier said. “This allows us 
to act appropriately. I'll always be in 
favor of acting appropriately rather 
than acting quickly: 

Councilor Richard Theroux, who 
chairs the Legislative Subcommittee, 
said his board is ready to work imme- 
diately on zoning amendments and 
any other necessary regulations. 

“We feel at this point in time that 
this is what we ought to do, he said 


of the moratorium. It “gives us time 
to step back and make sure we pro- 
tect our community. 

City Councilor Christopher John- 
son said last year's ballot question is 
a poor measure of popular support 
for dispensaries. He said most vot- 
ers made their decisions based on 
whether marijuana should be legal 
for consumption and small-scale cul- 
tivation. Johnson said he would pre- 
fer to see a follow-up question on the 
town ballot this November, asking 
specifically about dispensaries and 
commercial growing sites. 

To place a referendum on the Nov. 
7 ballot, said Johnson, the council 
would have to take a vote at its next 
meeting, Sept. 18. 

The moratorium does not affect 
medical marijuana dispensaries.

with seniors, which comes 
from his job as interim direc- 
tor in Longmeadow and all 
of his related experiences.’ 

Squindo was not avail- 
able for comment Tuesday 
at the Longmeadow Adult 
Center. 

Cohen said in addition to 
his experience at senior cen- 
ters in Longmeadow and 
East Longmeadow, Squindo 
has worked with the ADA 
Commission in Longmead- 
ow and Greater Springfield 
Senior Services Inc. Serving 
as the town government's 
liaison to the local ADA 
Commission is part of the 
Agawam Senior Center di- 
rector's job, Cohen said. 

In announcing Squindos 
hire, Cohen also praised 
the interim leadership of 
Christopher Sparks, who 
has been supervising both 
the Senior Center and his 
usual domain — the Parks 
and Recreation Depart- 
ment — since former direc- 
tor Joan Linnehan resigned 
in May. Linnehan, who was 
promoted from within to 
become Senior Center di- 
rector 11 years ago, left her 
post abruptly four months 
ago, claiming that she had 
been forced out by Cohen. 

Asked if he would be

Center operates, Cohen 
replied: “Im looking for 
him to come in as the new 
Senior Center director and 
make sure the facility runs 
well.

Help victims 
of hurricane 
responsibly 


t’s been less than two weeks since Hur- 
[oc Harvey made landfall in Hous- 

ton, but to the displaced people who 
are living a nomadic life in shelters and 
fearing for the safety of their loved ones, 
even one day can feel like an eternity. 

The Category 4 hurricane dropped 
more than 50 inches of rain, resulting in 
billions of dollars of damage and causing 
tens of thousands of people to evacuate. 

No power. No running water. No surety 
of a time when life will be normal again. 

The situation in Houston is unfathom- 
able to those of us in Western Massachu- 
setts who havent borne natures fury on 
this level in decades, if ever. Through the 
Internet and social media, however, most 
were able to see images of Harvey within 
minutes to hours and glimpse the mag- 
nitude of the disaster as citizens waded 
through waist-high flooding and animals 
swam furiously in search of dry land. 

The natural urge for many is to find a 
way to help. 

Harvey devastation will last much 
longer than it took for the storm to rip 
through the area, and volunteers will be 
needed for many months to come. How- 
ever, volunteering requires training, par- 
ticularly when one is traveling into a di- 
saster area. One of many organizations 
to offer volunteer training and opportu- 
nities is the American Red Cross. 

Another is the Salvation Army, which 
has now deployed nearly 80 mobile feed- 
ing units to Texas along with trained di- 
saster workers from around the country. 
By the middle of last week it had provid- 
ed nearly 20,000 meals and more than 
17,000 snacks and 16,000 drinks. 

To sustain relief efforts, financial re- 
sources are great and a donation is one 
way to provide immediate assistance. 

Sadly, there are those who capital- 
ize on tragedy, and so it is important to 
avoid scams when donating and be sure 
the funds are reaching those in need. 
Some reliable options include the Hous- 
ton Food Bank at houstonfoodbank.org, 
the Houston Humane Society at hous- 
tonhumane.org and the United Way of 
Greater Houston at unitedwayhouston. 
org, in addition to the Salvation Army, 
at helpsalvationarmy.org, and the Red 
Cross, at redcross.org. 

Aside from obvious financial needs, 
such as funding to provide food and 
shelter, many less-thought-of needs are 
great. One example is the need for dia- 
pers for displaced families with small 
children. The Texas Diaper Bank at tex- 
asdiaperbank.org is one organization 
working to help those in need. 

Before giving to any organization, do- 
nors should check with sources like the 
Better Business Bureau or Charity Nav- 
igator to be sure a charity is legitimate. 
The Federal Trade Commission recom- 
mends calling a charity and never wir- 
ing money or sending cash. It also rec- 
ommends giving to established sources 
rather than new organizations rising 
quickly in the wake of disaster, because, 
even when they are legitimate, they like- 
ly lack infrastructure required to cor- 
rectly direct donations. 

Any organization that won't provide 
proof that a contribution is tax-deduct- 
ible, that cannot provide detailed infor- 
mation as to how donations are used or 
that tries to pressure one into donating 
should be considered high-risk. 

Nothing can wash away the fear, loss 
and heartache that the flood waters 
and winds of Hurricane Harvey brought 
upon the residents of Houston, but the 
support of those with the means to of- 
fer it in other areas of the country can 
remind those affected that they are not 
alone in the time of a storm and that 
there is hope on the horizon.
